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Scmrce  of  Material 

Crop  correspondents  in  February  1942  supplied  information 
relative  to  the  number,  age,  size,  kind  of  power  used  for  their 
operation,  and  average  amount  of  work  performed  in  10  hours  for 
22  of  the  principal  types  of  farm  machines.    They  also  estimated 
the  total  days  that  15  of  the  principal  type  of  machines  were 
used  in  1941  and '  furnished  data  as  to  *  the  size  of  farm  on  which 
the  machines  were  used.    The  information  received  from  crop  corre- 
spondents, together  with  reports  from  county  war  boards  obtained 
in  1941,  for  the  most  part,  provide  the  basis  for  estimating  the 
t-ttal  number  of  'machines  on  farms.    The  estimates  on  age  and  size 
of  farm  machines  are  based  on  more  than  27,000  reports  supplied 
by  these  crop  correspondents.    The  information  concerning  average 
amount  of  work  performed  in  10  hours  and  average  time  used  in 
1941  for  15  types  of  machines  will  be  summarized  in  a  subsequent 
report  '"Work  Performed* With  Principal' Farm  Machines." 

The  estimates  of  number  of  machines  can  be  considered 
as  fair*ly  close  approximations.'  '  The  information  was  obtained  by 
means  of  mailed  questionnaires,  and  it  is  difficult  to  designate 
or  describe  each  type  and  'Kind  of  machine  in  such  a  way  as  to 
insure  "its  recognition  in  all  parts  of  the  country.    Also,  for 
machines  of  minor  importance,  accurate  appraisal  of  numbers  for 
individual  State  and  State  groups  with  the  procedure  followed  in 
this  report  cannot  be  expected. 


litis  report  contains  information  concerning  numbers, 
sizes,  and  ages  of  the  principal  types  of  farm  machines.  The 
material  should  be  useful  in  clarifying  the  farm-machinery  situ- 
ation and  of  assistance  in  ascertaining  the  machines  most  needed, 
and  the  types  and  sizes  needed  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 
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AGE  AND  SIZE  OF  PRINCIPAL  FARM  MACHINES

PRELIMINARY 

Farmers  in  the  United  States  are  confronted  with  a  huge  task.  Theirs 
is  the  job  of  supplying  increased  quantities  of  food  for  our  people  and  our 
allies,  and  of  providing  reserves  of  food  and  fiber  for  needs  that  are  ex- 
pected to  develop  with  the  further  prosecution  of  the  war.    This  task  must 
be  met  with  a  small  labor  force,  some  reduction  of  fertilizer  supplies,  and 
with  a  limited  supply  of  all  kinds  of  new  farm  equipment  and  machines.  Of 
vital  importance  in  the  farm  program  are  the  machines  now  on  farms  and  the 
power  needed  for  their  operation.    These  machines  and  power  must  be  used 
with  increased  efficiency,  but  farmers  must  be  supplied  with  essential  new 
machines  and  equipment  and  necessary  power  replacement  if  the  production 
goals  are  to  be  realized. 


POWER  FOR  THE  FARM  MACHINES 

Of  primary  consideration  as  regards  farm  machinery  is  the  power  for 
their  operation.    At  the  beginning  of  World  ITar  I  the  automobile  industry 
was  in  its  infancy  and  the  farm  motortruck  and  the  farm  tractor  were  of 
little  significance.    But  even  though  there  was  a  severe  reduction  in  the 
labor  supply,  farmers  increased  their  power  and  expanded  their  production 
(table  1). 

Increase  in  harvested  cropland  from  1910  to  1920  ?ras  about  10  percent. 
During  the  same  period  farm  power  for  drawbar  work  increased  around  20  per- 
cent and  the  increase  in  power  per  acre  of  cropland  was  around  10  percent. 
In  addition  to  the  increase  in  work  animals  and  farm  tractors  which  provide 
most  of  the  power  used  in  operating  farm  machines,  there  were  important 
increases  in  numbers  of  motor  vehicles.    Farm  automobiles  and  farm  motor- 
trucks each  increased  in  number  more  than  400  percent  from  1914  to  1920, 
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with  some  increase  coming  in  each  year,  including  the  war  years  of  1S17 
and  1913.    At  the  beginning  of  "Tor  Id  "-Tar  II,  the  number  of  automobiles  was 
about  double  the  1920  figure  and  the  number  of  farm  motortrucks  had  in- 
creased by  around  700  percent.    Also,  due  to  the  electrification  program, 
numbers  of  electric  motors  have  expanded  greatly,    lumbers  of  automobiles 
and  farm  motortrucks,  however,  have  changed  but  little  in  more  than  a  decade 
and  with  the  automobile-rubber  shortage,  use  of  motor  vehicles  in  1943  and 
1944  will  be  reduced  materially  from  the  average  of  recent  years. 

Drawbar  power  for  operating  machines  under  field  conditions  is 
supplied  almost  entirely  by  farm  tractors  and  work  animals  and  drawbar 
power,  per  acre  of  harvested  cropland  in  1943  will  be  little  changed  from 
the  level  of  recent  years  and  will  remain  about  the  same  as  in  1910.  Area 
in  crops  in'  1944  may  well  be  10  million  acres  higher  than  in  1943  or  about 
the  same  as  in  1930. 

Numbers  of  work  animals  on  farms  Jan.  1,  1944,  are  likely  to  be 
from  250,000  to  300,000  below  the  Jan.  1,  1943  figure.    It  seems  probable 
that  at  least  50,000  of  the  tractors  on  farms  Jan.  I,  1943,  '.."ill  become 
unfit  for  further  use  in  that  year  and  will  not  be  available  for  the  1944 
crops.    The  1944  tractor  replacement  of  50,000  tractors  is  less  than  50  per- 
cent of  the  quantity  that  would  be  replaced  under  normal  conditions  with  the 
present  numbers  and  age  of  farm  tractors.     The  amount  of  power  available 
for  drawbar  work  in  1944  will  depend  chiefly  on  the  volume  of  production 
of  farm  tractors  during  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1943,  as  numbers  of 
work  animals  are  certain  to  decrease  further.    Farm  tractor  production  in 
the  1943-44  Season  must  be  sufficiently  large  to  cover  tractor  replacements, 
to  covjr.  losses  of  power  from  decreases  _ in  work  animals,  and  to  provide 
power  for  additional  area  in  cropland  if  the  present  ratio  of  power  to  crop- 
land is  to  be  maintained. 


USE  OF  TRACTOR  POWER  INCREASING 

In  1943,  around  1.7  million  of  our  6  million  farms  will  have  about 
1,900,000  farm  tractors  and  varying  amounts  of  tractor  equipment.  3oth 
numbers  of  tractors  and  numbers  of  tractor-drawn  or  mounted  machines .will 
be  at  record  high  levels.    Possibly  around  a  million  of  our  farmers  will 
have  little  or  no  machinery.    Farms  without  ma chine ry  include  cropper  farms 
which  derive  their  machinery  and  equipment  largely  from  the  operational 
farm  of  which  they  are  a  part,  and  small  and  miscellaneous  farms  which  depend 
chit-fly  on  the  hiring  of  machines  for  performing  ferm  jobs  requiring  machinery 
and  powir.    Use  of  tractor-drawn  and  mounted  machines  is  not  limited  to  the 
1,700,000  f.rms  on  which  they  are  rear- -ted.    Many  fanners  not  owning  a 
tractor  will  make  use  of  tractor  'pov&i*  either  by  hiring  it  or  by  exchanging 
labor  for  its  use.  Taken  altogether,  work  animals  can  be  expected  to  supply 
slightly  more  than  half  of  the  pow;r  available  for  drawbar  work  in  1943. 
In  1920,  after  the  termination  of  Jorld  Tar  I,  tractors  furnished  only  5  per- 
cent of  the  drawbar  power  and  substantially  less  than  this  amount  during  the 
actual  war  period  (table  1). 


TRACTOR  MACTiIN3S  ARE  RELATIVELY"  NSW 


Purchases  of  tractors  and  tractor  machines  have  been  large  in  recent 
years  and  numbers  of  farm  tractors  and  tractor  machines  in  1042  were  at 
record  level.    Moreover,  the  1843  numbers  vd.ll  be  even  larger  (table  2). 
But  even  so,  more  farm  machines  rail  be  needed  in  1944  because  of  labor 
shortages,  reduction  in  animal  power,  and  need  for  increased  agricultural 
production.     The  average  age  of  farm  tractors  on  Jan.  1,  1942  was  estimated 
at  6.4  years;  76  percent  were  10  years  of  age  and  less  l/.     The  age  dis- 
tribution of  many  kinds  of  tractor  equipment  follows  fairly  closely  the 
age  distribution  of  farm  tractors  but  soma  tractor  machines  such  as  mold- 
board  and  disk  plows,  disk  harrows,  grain  drills,  and  grain  binders,  are 
somewhat  older  than  are  the  farm  tractors  (table  2).    Other  machines  such 
as  small  combines,  mowers,  windrow  pick-up  balers,  row  crop  cultivators, 
corn  pickers,   corn  planters  and  row  crop  binders  are  newer  than  are  farm 
tractors.    These  latter  machines  represent  either  new  developments  or  are 
machines  that  have  come  into  extensive  use  with  the  widespread  adoption 
of  the  general-purpose  rubber-tired  tractor  during  the  last  5  years.  The 
relatively  eld  tractor  machines  are  machines  that  were  used  with  tractor 
power  when  tractors  were  first  introduced.    In  some  instances  older  machines 
were  originally  adapted  to    animal  pewer. 

Age  of  tractor  equipment  varies  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 
The  older  machines  are  found  in  areas  where  tractor  power  was  first  exten- 
sively adopted  and  those  of  below  average  age  in  areas  where  tractor-power 
adoption  has  been  relatively  pronounced  in  recent  years,    h  further  consid- 
eration affecting  the  age  of  machines  is  the  economic  status  of  farmers. 
Thus,  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains,  and  in  some  of  the  Mountain  States 
where  crop  yields  have  been  low  because  of  droughty  conditions,  machinery 
replacements  nave  been  below  average  with  the  result  that  much  of  the 
tractor  equipment  is  relatively  old. 

» 

In  the  eastern  areas,  including  the  Corn  Belt,  the  Cotton  Belt, 
and  Oklahoma  and  Texas,  tractor  machines  are  relatively  new.    In  the  South, 
however,  the  numbers  of  tractor  machines  are  small  (table  3). 

!1ANY  HORSE-DRAWN  MACHINES  MORE  THAN  20  YEARS  OLD 

Numbers  of  work  animals  on  farms  have  been  declining  for  years  but 
there  have  been  even  greater  reductions  in  purchases  of  horse-drawn  machines 
Consequently,  it  appears  that  numbers  of  horse-drawn  machines  on  farms 
Jan.  I,  1942  Were  the  lowest  in  years,  with  numbers  in  1943  showing  a  fur- 
ther reduction  (table  2).

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For  many  horse- drawn  machines,  numbers  of  machines  over  20  years  old 
are  important*    For  some  machines  a  considerable  number  were  more  than  30 
years  old. 

Table  4  includes  some  machines,  notably  dump  rakes,  side-delivery 
rakes ,  and  manure  spreaders,  "which  may  be  operated  by  machine  paver.  No 
information  was  obtained  as  to  the  power  used  for  operating  these  machines, 
but  it  is  believed  that  practically  all  of  the  dump  rakes  and  the  great 
bulk  of  side  delivery  rakes  and  manure  spreaders  are  operated  with  animal 
power. 

As  a  whole,  the  horse-drawn  machines  are  from  100  to  200  percent 
older  than  are  the  tractor— powered  machines  of  the  same  general  type. 

The  relatively  new .horse-drawn  machines  are  of  the  small  sizes, 
and  especially  the  machines  .drawn  by  one  work  animal  which  prevail  chiefly 
in  the  Cottcn  Belt  where  displacement  of  animal  power  by  tractor  paver  has 
been  much  less  than  in  other  areas  of  the  country.    In  general,  horse- 
drawn  equipment  tenas  to  be  relatively  old  in  areas  where  adoption  of 
tractor  paver  has  been  most  pronounced. 

The  larger  sizes  of  horse-drawn  machines  tend  to  be  relatively  old. 
Thus,  binders  and  riding  plows  which -require  teams  of  three  or  more  work 
animals  for  their  operation  are  considerably  older  than  are  the  smaller 
machines .    ...  V 

■    %  j  •  .<  i 
It  is  believed  that  a  considerable  number  of  horse-drawn  machines 
still  persist  on  f arras  where  numbers  of  work  animals  have  declined  bolav 
the  number  needed  for  their  operation.    Llany  of  the  heavy-duty  horse-drawn' 
machines  on  farms  having  tractor  power  are  -used  only  to  a  limited  extent.-' 
When  teams  arc  available,  those  machines  may  be  used  in  rush  seasons.  Some 
machines,  such  as  the  grain  binder,  are  used  intermittently,  especially  in 
the  combine  areas.     In  years  when  damage  from  insect  infestation  is  great 
or  When  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  occurs,  the  binder  method  is  sometimes 
preferable  to  the  combine  method  and  may  be  the  enly  means  of  saving  the 
grain  crop. 

However,  for  light-duty  machines  such  as  hay  rakes,  mowers,  culti- 
vators, and  row  crop  planters,  and  for  grain  drills  in  many  areas,  adoption 
of  tractor  paver  has  thus  far  been  much  less  than  has  been  the  case  for 
heavy- auty  f  aim  machines.     The  result  is  that  the  light-duty  horse-drawn 
machines  still  continue  to  be  vised  about  a  normal  amount. 

AGE'  OF  MCSCSLLAHE0I3S  PG'JER  LIA.CHI1TBS  VARIES  WI TH  TYPE  .  . 

In  general,  thcro  are  three  rather  distinct  age  patterns  as  regards 
farm  machines,     Ilachinoc  going  out  of  use  are  the  old  machines;  machines 
for  which  the  use  is  being  maintained  arc  of  about  average  age,  whereas 
the  machines  recently  introduced  and  those  expanding  in  use  are  the  machin- 
ery of  relatively  low  average  age. 
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Of  the  machines  operated  with  stationary  power  the  separator- 
threshers  are  relatively  -old.*    Purchase  of  these  machines  has  "been 
greatly  reduced  with  the  widosprord  use  of  the  combine.     To  a  slightly 
lesser  extent,  the  outlet  for  paver  balers  has  been  diminishing,  espe- 
cially in  recent  years  when  sales  of  the  windrow  pick-up  baler  have 
increased  greatly. 

Cream  separator  sales  have  been  fairly  well  sustained  for  some 
years.     The  average  age  of  cream  separators,  is  considerably  less  than 
that  of  grain  threshers  and  power  balers  arid  is  considerably  higher  than 
the  average  age  of  milking  machines  (table  5). 

SIZE'  OF  MACHINES  VARIES  WITE  POWER  UNIT  Z/ 

For  many  kinds  of  farm  machinery,  the  size  used  on  different  farms 
and  in  the  different  areas  varies  widely.    For  example,  combine  sizes  vary 
from  3.33  feet  to  23,  row  crop  planters  from  1— row  to  about  4  rows,  grain 
drills  from  less  than  3  foot  to  about  14  feet.    Cream  separators  vary 
from  around  250  pounds  capacity  per  hour  to  about  1,200  pounds  per  hour 
and  milking  machines  from  one  unit  to  more  than  8  units  per  installation.. 

For  heavy-duty  machines,  the  size  varies  with  the  power  unit. 
Multiple- row  listers,  multiple-bottom  plcvs,  large  binders  and  combines 
predominate  in  areas  end  on  farms  whore  largo  tractors  provide  the  power 
for  their  operation.    For  light-duty. machines,  such  as  mowers,  hay  rakes, 
and  row  crop  cultivators,  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  is  probably  as 
important  as  the  size  of  the  farm  power  unit  in  determining  the  size  of 
equipment  used ,     The  large  size  of  most  of  these  light-duty  machines  can 
well  be  operated  with  farm  t rectors  of  average  size. 

Sizes  of  row  binders  and  corn  pickers  arc  limited.    About  98  percent 
of  all  row  binders  were  of  "the  one-row  size,  whereas  corn  pickers  are  exclu- 
sively of  the  one-row  and  two-row  sizes. 

The  number  and  sizes  of  the  principal  machines  used  for  seeding 
small  grain,  planting  row  crops,  and  harvesting  hay  and  grain  crops,  as 
Well  as  the  principal  dairy  machines  and  manure  spreaders  are  shown  for 
the  different  areas  of  the  country  in  tables  6  to  17  of  this  report.
